With our couiUr>' nl war and mnny nc 
problems prosentlnc themselves on the homo 
front, It stands to reason that Religious Edu- 
cation week this year should take on added 
meaning. Irrespective ol how anyone may feel 
regarding religion, there Is no denying that 
the churches play an .Important part in our 
national welfare, particularly in times Jlke 
these. 

Naturally, all the churches and their mlri- 
lster.s are enthusiastic about thl.i natlon-wldo 
emphasis on religion. But to make the gen- 
eral appeal oven more persuasive let's listen 
to a man whoso business characterizes him 
as being hard oa nails. Here's what J. Edgar 
Hoover, director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, has to say about Religious Ed- 
ucation week:

■■nellglous education has an important part 
to piny in the teaching of our youth. Its value 
In that respect cannot be overestimated. II 
more American homes were cognizant of the 
leading role which tho Sunday school, young 
people's meetings, and similar groups have 
to our youth, we would not now be confronted 
with tho rising tide of Juvenile crime. Too 
many Americans have Ignored the all too 
apparent facts. 

"During the first year of war Juvenile crime 
Increased to astounding proportions. Tho 
statistical records compiled liy tlie Federal 
Bureau of Investigation from thousands of 
Ilneerprlnt cards submitted by police de- 
partments In the United States show that in 
1943 the greatest number of criminal arrests 
wero made In the 18-year ago group Jor 
boys nnd 21-year age group for girls. Young 
people under 21 years of age accounted for 15 
per cent of all arrests for murder, Zi per 
cent of all arrests lor robbery nnd larceny, 
and 50 per cent of all arrests for' burglary. 
Tills trend continues lor 1943 with many 
classes of crime still In Vhe ascendancy. 

"Homes where the parents are working In 
partnership with God and where tho child- 
ren are given tho benefit of proper religious 
education can do much to combat this trend 
before It becomes an insurmountable _ ob- 
stacle. 

"Mnny adults consider religious education 
as a subject worthy of attention only In their 
youth. The teachings ol Christ have been 
misinterpreted, for some adults are still adol- 
escents so far as their religious knowledge 
!s concerned. There Is much to be learned if 
only wo avail ourselves of the opportunities. 
Teachers nro needed with the Increased loads 
placed upon the teaching staffs to replace 
those who have left to serve in tho uniform 
■ of their nation. The war has added many 
responsibilities to each of us but Ih addi- 
tion we must all give more of our time 
and, energy to this need which is so ever 
present. 

"America was founded upon religious prin- 
ciples by God-fearing, hard working, clear- 
thlnklng men. Religious education has al- 
ways played an Important part in maintain- 
ing the strufcture of the American family life. 
There Is that bond which cements our homes 
tc the solid foundation of n religious America. 
In many homes during the early days of 
America the Bible was often tho only book 
available. No nation can survive tho test of 
centuries which does not maintain its utruc- 
ture upon Its religion and Its humbleness in 
the sight of God." ^ 



A JOB WELL DONE 
John D. Orr, chairman of tho state salvage 
committee, has announced 'that collections 
of silk and nylon hosiery will be discontinued 
Sept. 30. Tlie drive !s being brought to a 
close because very few silk and nylon hose 
ore now beldg turned In and most of tho 
current contributions are rayon which can 
not be reprocessed. 

Although "salvaged silk and nylon hava 
played on Important part In the war effort, 
and containers for voluntary contributions 
have boon seen in front of stores through- 
out tho state, tho campaign Is one that was 
not highly publicized. 

That fact malces the public's generous re- 
sponse all the more gratifying. 

It probably will be surprlaing to all of us 
to know that from Nov. 18, 1942 through 
'Aug. 14. 1B43, thfl people of Idaho voluntarily 
dug up, sorted out and conveyed to contain- 
ers for that purpose 16,471 pounds of silk and 
nylon hosel i 

Although these Bomo people are having 
a hard tlmo reaching their third war loan 
quota, they can "pat themselves on the back 
for a Job wcll> dorle in providing their full 
share of silk and nylon. /
